Impressed with a dedre to oxperience In person
the pleasure of a visit to the Valley of Wyoming, I
etarted, in company with a friend, who enjoyed
equally with mysoil the noveity of the trip, on the
morning of the 15t of May, by the most diroet route
to Wilkesbarre, the Nortu Penpsylvania Railroad, to
Bethlehem, thenoe on the Lemgh Valley Rallroad
trains to Manch Chunk and White Haven. From
the Intter point the cars of the Lebigh and Susque-
hanos Company, belonging to the Lelbigh Coal and
Nuvigation Company, condvoted us over the Five
Mile Mountain to Wilkesbarre The total distanoe
pccomplished was one hundred and lorty miles and
the tme oceupled seven hours. From Philadelplia
10 Hethlchem the route is thiough am unduln-
ting conntry, abounding wih woll.eultivated farms,
rich in soll and produots, Ihere are many beaut.
ful villua vieibie as we are whirled nlovg, especinliy
in the wicity of Cnellen Hills, Jenkintown, and
FPenn Lynn. Beyond Abington there s httle of

interest to note (save the long tunnel near Sollers-
wille), until the Snucon Valley unoxpectediy reveals
ita beauties to the eyo. The Moravian town of Both-
Jehem need not bo desoribed or with our e'lizons 1t
i & tavorite resoit during the summer hoats, It s,
perhaps, not generally known that the cloguent
George Whitfiold uid out the town of Nazaroth,
abont eight miles boyond this poim, intending to
establinhy a Methodist settle ment, but afterwards dis.

UHANGE OF FOENE,

Betwoen Bethlehem and Mauch Chonk the seone
changen, Instopd of hundred-pere tarms, wron-forgcs
and manuiactories on tho largest soale are conilnu-
ally mot with, At Allentown and Catasaugqun some
of these establisiments are located, Among them
may be pamed the Hochendauwqua and Crane Iron
Worke, There is every evidenco of industrial sotivity
in the Lobigh conl reefon, Manch Chunk §9 situated
in & narrow pass, where the Lehigh flows between
two almost palisadal heights,

THE BATLROAD OONTROVERSY,

When the Valley Company commenced their
rond beyend White Haven, great opposition was
made by the Lehigh Navigation Company, who, as
betore statea, own the Lebirh and Susquebauna
road, and 4 contest took place between Lhe emuoloye®
at the White Haven bndge, which resulted inone
or two cafs being thrown into the river. The Le.
kigh Valley Company applied for an injunction
to prevent the Navigation Company from inter fering
with their extensisn from the northern cnd ol the
bridge, aeross the Lohigh at White Haven, to
Wilkesbarre, That distinguistied Jurist, Chiet
Justice Woodward, In an able, clear, and elabo,
rate opinlon, has deeided that the wmwontion of the
Legislature was to grant the new company a
right of way to the Wyoming Coal Fieid, and
the building of @ road from the Busquebhanua to
the Lebigh, although it had been vaguely ex.
pressed in the supplement of 1860, extending
the privileges ol an act passed fn J857, for a
rond to the Beaver Meadow region, He says
that compensation, however, must be agreed upon
for the use of the land on which the railroad is boilt,
as prescribed in the cbarter. The plaintiffs must also
raise their bridge so thal the crossing =hall be at
least nine teet above the level of the defendants’
track, The clause in the get, interpreted by counnssl
that piaintiffe’ road shall not approach nearer than
withan ten feet ol the Navigation Company's rails,
s construed by the Judge that the eaunl works only
are meant, The Lehigh Valley Company, in nsking
for an injunction, inwsted that the Navigation Com-
pany had no right to consiruct s 1oad frofh White
Haven to Mauch Chunk, but the Chief Justice de-
eides, upen the same principles applied to the first
case, that they have the right.

Formenly theonly roud from Mauch Chunk to
White Haven was that of the Lehigh Vatley Come
pany, and there was but & single route from White
Haven to Wilkesbarre, which wis owued by the Navi
gation Company, By tnis decision Loth corporations
are permutted to build roads nearly parallel with cach
other, from Mauch Chunk to Wilkesbarre,

THE WYOMING MASSACRE,

The Wyoming massacre ocenrred about five miles
above Wolkesbarre, on the opposite side of the river,
upon the 3d ot Juiy, 1778, A loree gonsisting of three
bundred BEritish troops and tive handeed Indiaus,
commandod by Colonel John Butler, appeared in
tho vicinity of Forty Fort, which was ocoupod by
Colonel Zebulon Builer (said to be a member of the
same fnmily na his opponent), with a single company
of Americsn regulars, and about two hundred and
fity militm. The patriotie Co onel had been expeots
1y reinloreements irom the Continental army, bur,
cbiiged to yield the hope, miter o counetl with his
ufficers, marched cut of the tort, and attackoed the
invaders, At first there seemed a probabiiity of suc-
cess, even avainst sueh fourful odds, for to the Bri-
118h and their ailies the movement was unsxpected
and unprepared for; bul, unjortunately, & command
that the Jelt wing suounld fall back, given upon the

{or & general crder (0 retroat, and the diseip'ine of

have defeated the British and  foreed their
dusky aeeociates to retire. Then Campbell could
not hive wrntten his beautiful and touching poem.
The names of Outalissa and Albert, Waldgrave and
Guertrude would bave besn unknown, and history
present a brighter record of the nhabitants of the
Ygreat pains  Colovel Zebulon Butler and the
few that escaped took retuge im the lort. They
beld gut until the next day, when a surrender was

aud Gibson presided in the old court-house in
former cogs. Judge Conyneham s now PPresudent
Judge of the Dsirier Conrt. The town can boast
of many subsiantial residences. Judge Wood ward’s
pew mension §s tho most elegant, r Hollenvaek,
Judge Conyneghom and Mr, Parrish have also very fine
dwedings. Wilkesbarre 18 colebrated for its noades
mies of learning. some of our most prominent
Phulade phinng have been eaucated there, among
others the lnie Bishop Bowman, Judge Joel Jones,
Uvid F Johnson, and John 8, Hart., Our citizens,
Juoge Garnek Mallery and Dr, 8, D, Gross, also
graduarted there,
